All 
forms of public business activity have 
been suspended, the peaceful inhabitants 
remaining in doors in fear of their lives. 
‘The political zeal of the manifestants 
has become inflamed by intoxicants from 
the vodka ghops, which | 
into and pillaged yesterday. 

At Warsaw a strike has commenced and 
disorders are looked for and the trial 
of Okrjey, who threw a bomb at a police 
station March 26, will probably result in 
other bomb outrages.

| ROOSEVELT AND HAY TALK 
OF THE -PEACE SITUATION. 

Washington, June 23.—President Roo:e- 
velt and Secretary Hay had a brief talk 
today about the status of the peace 
negotiations whith are proceeding be- 
tween Russia and Japan. The only im- 
portant development in the situation) 
which has arlsen since President Roose- 
velt left Washington Tuesday night is 
the reported illness of Count Lamsdorff, 
the Russian minister for foreign affairs. 

Secretary Hay talked to the president 
about the situation just before the formal 
assembling of the cabinet today. About 
the result of their discussion, if any re- 
sult was reached, it was not disclosed at 
the white house. The subject of the 
peace negotiations was not considered at 
the cabinet meeting.

Then He Talks of the Trans- 
Atlantic Yacht 
Race, 


Imperial Yacht Club, Kiel, Germany, 
June 23.—Emperor William, at the con- 
clusion of the dinner which he gave on 
board the imperial yacht Hohenzollern 
last night to the yachtsmen who had 
taken part in the trans-Atlantic race, 
rose and said that as there were more 
Americans present than persons of any 
other nationality, he would, with the 
consent 6f Lord Brassey, who was one 
of the guests, propose the health of the 
United States. 

Privately the emperor said he was de- 
lighted at the success of the race, which 
had attracted more entries and had turn- 
ed out to be more interesting than he 
expected. 

The emperor presented to each of the 
non-winhing owners of yachts which 
competed in the trans-Atlantic race and 
who were present at the dinner his pho- 
tograph, bearing his autograph, simply 
framed, as a souvenir of the contest. 
Similar photographs of the emperor will 
be sent to the owners of competing 
yachts who were not present on board 
the Hohenzollern last night. 

The cup won by the Atlantic is of mas- 
sive silver, one meter high, ana was de- 
signed by the German emperor himself.

Armour, owner of the Utowana; George 
Lauder, Jr., owner of the Endymion; 
Lord Brassey, owner of the Sunbeam; 
Ambassador Tower and Admiral Von 
Tirpitz, secretary of the admiralty.

Lord Roberts Presided and Proposed 
Toast to President Ro‘tevelt. — 
Premier Balfour Spoke of 
the United States in the 
World’s Politics. 


London, June 23.—Whitelaw Reid, the 
American ambassador who has been of fi- 
clally reteived by King Edward and mem- 
bers of the cabinet and eritertained soelal- 
ly by royalty and the leaders of English 
society, made his first public appearance 
as ambassador tonight at a dinner given 
In his honor at the Pilgrims’ Society of 
London tonight. 

The gathering included many of Eng- 
land’s most famous men, with a sprinkling 
of American residents of London, all of 
whom gave the Heartiest welcome to che 
American representative. The large ban- 
quet hall at Claridges was crowded, and 
presented a brilliant scene. The hall was 
plainly but daintily decorated. with the 
entwined American and. British flags, 
huge bells of American Beauty roses 
and clusters of other flowera, while the 
numerous round tables at which the com- 
pany dined were decorated with red and 
| pink roses and green climbers. 

Tord Roberts Presides. 

Field Marshal Lord Roberts presided, 
and among the several hundred guests 
were Henry Watterson, Elbridge T. Gerry, 


Professor Gildersleeve and rene Doane, |.

Lord Roberts, in proposing a toast lo 
King Edward and President Reeve 
said; 


“The first toast on this vast programme 
is one Which cannot but appeal to every 
one in this room. It is that of King Eu- 
ward. and President Roosevelt. I thought 
that on an occasion such as this, when 
We pilgrims of this country assembled to 
do honor to a brother pilgrim in the per- 
son of the eminent gentleman who has 
come to this country to esent Amer- 
ica at the Court of St. James, that it 
would be appropriate to bracket the 
names of the rulers of the respeodtive. 
‘countries, not only because they are our 
rulers, but because in their persons we 
ha ve two of the greatest peacemakers ot 
the present time. When we reflect on 
the happy results of King Eawürd's con- 
tinenta)] journeys, upon the friendly rela- 
tions of Great Britain. with other powe 
and, indeed, on all and every phase. of 
8 king’s reign, King Edward's success 

s a promoter of peace and good geome 
stands out preeminent. The same. mig 
be said of President Roosevelt, who even 
now is giving the world the strongest 
proof of his love — peace, and who may 
be considered to de ce of civilization s 
truest friends, 

“T ask’ you all to drink to the health, 
long lite and prosperity of the king and 
that distinguished American aati si 
President Roosevelt.“ 

Lord Roberts’ referencé to President 
Rooseveft's effort to end the war was re- 
celved with cheers. 

To Premier Balfour feli the task of pre. 
posing the toast to the guest of the eve- 
ning. Mr. Balfour said that the senti- 
ments with which tzey regarded the 
American ambassador were different from 
those meted out to the representative of 
any other power. The American ambas- 
sader represented not an allen power, but 
a power whose greatness Great Britain 
was proud of, and whose progress Great 
Britain has watched with interest. Each 
succeeding year made the two great peo- 
ples of Anglo-Saxon civilization how 
much they had in common. 

Whitelaw’ Reid’s predecessor had indi- 
cated that it was the wish of America 
to be little entangled in the politics of 
the world, but Premier Balfour said he 
doubted whether that doctrine in its ex- 
treme purity would be much longer main- 
tained, as it was not reasonable ta think 
that some great planet could be suddenly 
introduced into the solar system and re- 
main there without having an effect on 
the planets with which it associated. 
This, the premier said, was seen in Pres- 
ident Roosévelt’s efforts toward peace. 

Mr. Reid Speaks. 

Ambassador Reid, who was personally 
known to most of those present, re- 
ceived an enthusiastic reception on ris- 
ing to reply, the company singing Amer- 
ica’’ and He's a Jolly Good Fellow.“ 

Mr. Reid said in part: 

“Words fail me for proper acknowl- 
edgment of the too kind things you have 
been pleased to say and the too generous 
manner in which they have been received.

TO ATTACK INDIA 


That Js the Opinion of General 
Lord Kitchener 


f 


Commander of British Forces In 


India Warns the Home Govern- 
ment that a Great Stru 
With Russians Is 1 
evitable. 


London, June 23.—Genera] Lord Kitch- 
ener, commander in chief of the British 
forces in India, seems to regard as inev- 
fitable a great struggle with Russia for 
the possession of India and to believe that 
the existing arrangements for the defense 
of the Indian empire are altogether ob- 
solete and ineffective. 

These views form the striking and cen- 
tral point of interest in the bulky blue 
book issued tonight. Lord Kitchener, in 
an important minute addressed to the 
home government, speaks in the plainest 
possible terms in denouncing the faulty 
system prevailing in India which he 
points out was formed to meet peace re- 
quirements instead of the possibility of a 
great war. In a pregnant paragraph 
Lord Kitchener says:

That Charge is Made Against

Arrested on Second Charge, Counsel 
for the City Says That Hill is 
Thousands Are In- 
volved. . 


Philadelphia. June 23.— For the second 
time this week John W. Hill, former 
chief of the bureau of filtration, was ar- 
rested today on charges of forgery and 
falsifying certain books and papers to 
defraud the city of Philadelphia. After 
a hearing, he was held in $20,000 bail 
for trial. Hie arrest today was a great 
surprise, coming 60 close on his state- 
ment of innocence of forgery and falsi- 
fication of records, on which charges he 
was held in $8,000 bond on Wednesday. 
Principal witness against Mr. Hin was 
S. G. Garrett, a former employee of the 
filtration bureau. Evidence was produced 
tending to show that estimates of the 
work done by Daniel J. McNichol, a 
contractor, were padded, and that the 
chty was defrauded out of about $40,000, 

Counsel for the defense claimed that the 
evidence produced did not prove Mr. Hill 
guilty of the offenses charged. 

There were many rumors afloat today | == 
that as a result of the arrests of Mr. 
Hill other persons of prominence in mu- 
nicipal affairs would be arrested, but up 
to late tonight nothing developed. 

The former filtration chief was taken 
to the city hall and arraigned for a 
hearing before Magistrate Kisenboon. As 
the fearing was about to ‘begin Mr, Mc- 
il counsel for Mr. Hill addressed the 
court and said:

Mr. Hill is nO ordinary criminal. To 
press for a hearing at this time partakes 
of persecution.

Legal. Proceeding, 


Columbus, Ga, June 23.—(Special.)—' 
Rather sensational is the defense in the 
bankruptcy case against Lasseter & 
Norris, a mercantile firm at Lutherville, 
in Mériwether county. Recently several 
éreditors filed a petition against this 
firm’ asking that it be adjudicated bank- 
rupts.. David M. Lasseter has filed a 
petition in the United States court asking 
that T. M. Zellers be relieved as receiver 
and that W. 8. Howell be appointed in 
iis place, and the court has granted the 
petition, 


Lasseter says that a petition was filed 
in Meriwether superior court June 5 ask- 
ing for the dissolution of the firm of 
Lasscter & Norris. He alleges that the 
business is of several years’ starteng, 
that he owned three-fourths of the as- 
sets of the firm and Otis Norris one- 
fourth. Petitioner says that being old, 
feeble and partly blind, he turned over 
the direction of the business to Norris. 
He charges that his confidence was abus- 
ed, claiming that Norris used the finm’s 
money in speculating, buying both cotton 
and wheat futures. He claims that Nor- 
ris executed notes in the firm’s name 
without consulting him about it. He 
also charges that Norris deposited al- 
leged notes of the creditors of the firm; 
that these notes were not genuine, Dut 
were forged. Norris was arrested 
on the charge of forgery, but has since 
given bond. 

Lasseter alleges that the creditors 
mamed in the bankruptcy petition (the 
Bank of Grantville, Coweta national bank 
and T. E. Zellers), are not bona fide 
creditors of the firm, but that the debts 
are against Norris individually, and 
claims that the firm is solvent and should 
not be adjudicated bankrupt.

Lake Shore, 


Man is Under Suspicion and is Being

Cleveland, Ohio, June 23.—The belief 

that the misplaced switch, which was 
responsible for the Mentor wreck, was 
thrown purposely by some man prompted 
by feelings of revenge is gaining: ground 
among railroad officials, according to a 
N made today by an official of 
the road. A man under suspicion is be- 
ing shadowed and a close watch is kept 
on his every movement. The secret ser- 
vice men of the Lake Shore are tracking 
back his actions on the night of the 
wreck, and expect to be able to show 
that he was in the neighborhood of the 
switch. 

A bag containing jewels valued at 
$32,000, the property of S. C. Beckwith, 
of New York, supposed to have been 
stolen from the wrecked train at Mentor, 
was found today. If had been picked up 
in the wreckage and brought to the Lake 
Shore claim agent's Office in Cleveland. 
Before the whereabouts of the jewels 
was known a search had béen started 
for them on behalf of Mrs. Beckwith. 
Mr. Beckwith died soon after being re- 
moved from the Wwféck.

The note was simultaneously -commu- 
nicated to the French ambassadors 
abroad for the purpose of informing the 
powers. 

. Uneasiness continues to prevail in par- 
liamentary circles and among the public 
generally concerning. the outcome of the 
negotiations. The se showed renew- 
ed depression, rentes continuing. to de- 
cline. 

In spite of the reassuring tone of the 
official communication issued after the 
public uneasiness was 
accentuated over the ‘strained relations 
between France and Germany. This pro- 
duced a panicky sentiment on the bourse, 
were heavy offers of rentes sent down 
prices to the unusual price of 97.90. 

Much Apprehension. 

Parliamentany circles also continued to 
show a feeling of nervousness and ap- 
prehension. This wds increased by the 
publication in the sensational afternoon 


papers of methods showing the disposi- 


tion of the French and German military 
forces along the frontier accompanied by 
interviews setting forth the gloominess 
of the situation and belief that Ger- 
many's reply would increase the difficul- 
ties of the government.

The 
foreign office, while declining to discuss 
the points of the note in detall, admits 
that it leaves the situation where it was 
before.

their demand for fair play strikes a 
responsive chord in the heart of every 
unprejudiced, broad-thinking Ameri- 
can. That something must be done 
to meet this demand if serious dis- 
turbance of the friendly relations be- 
tween the two nations is to be avert- 
ed, is as certain as anything can be. 
Congress will be called upon to 
treat of this question in the shape of 
immigration legislation, but, as we 
understand it, a good deal can be 
done by the executive branch of the 
government before congress can act. 
For one thing, it rests. with the presi- 
dent to negotiate with China a treaty 
which will assure in no uncertain 


40 Way equal treatment to the high class 


Chinese with the citizens of other 
nations. There can be no possible 
doubt in the present temper of the 
American public of the senate's rati- 
fying such a treaty. 

But perhaps the most important step 
to be taken at this time by the exec- 
utive branch of the government—that 
which would have immediate good 
effect—would be such a thorough 
overhauling of the immigration branch 
of the service as would insure proper 
consideration of the citizens of China 


r. through a decently liberal interpreta- 


tion of the existing immigration laws. 
It was undoubtedly the intention of 
the national lawmakers in enacting 
the present laws to see that no injus- 
tice was done; but the administration 
of the laws has, in many cases, been 
grievously at fault. 

The Chinese merchants and busi- 
ness men do not object to a strict 
enforcement of the laws prohibiting 
the entry of coolie labor. They recog- 
nize the right of this country to en- 
act and enforce such laws. But they 
do object—and they have a right to 
object—to such administration as re- 
sults in frequent humiliations being 
administered to students and mer- 
chants and business men who have 
occasion to visit this country. 

They have taken a practical way 
of impressing their views upon the 
people of this country. The Chinese 
market is open to the nations of the 
world. We Americans want our share 
of China’s trade, and need it. Not 
only the trade of today, but the im- 
mense trade of the future is involved 
in the present controversy. The fate 
of American trade with the great 
Chinese empire hangs in the balance. 

But beyond this consideration lies 
that of simple justice. We owe it to 


ourselves from a purely unselfish, as 


well as a selfish, standpoint to give 
to the Chinese people exactly the 
same consideration we give the peo- 
ple of other nations, and that is all 
they ask. 


Business Going Begging. 

The Constitution has frequently. 
called attention to the inelastic meth- 
ods of American manufacturers, which 
are responsible in the main for the 


fact that we have not already won a 


larger share of the trade of other 
countries. It is true that our raw and 
finished exports have shown a’ steady 
and in some instances a phenomenal 
increase; nothing approximating, how- 
ever, what this nation, with its in- 
finitely superior facilities, is capable 
of accomplishing under the proper 
conditions. 

Practically the same sentiments 
were expressed at the recent conven- 
tion of cotton spinners in Knoxville. 
Financial and commercial experts as- 
sured the manufacturers that until 
they adapted their foreign campaigns 
to the peculiarities of the fields in- 
vaded, they could not hope to over- 
come the lead of such enterprising 
nations as Germany, France and Eng- 
land. These views are emphatically 
confirmed by the recent report of a 
United States consul in Mexico. The 
following extract summarizes the con- 
tentions of all thoughtful men who 
are trying to correct the deficiencies 
in our present procedure: 

Gn view of Mexico’s proximity to the 
United States it seems strange that 
American machinery is not exclusively 
employed by all of the 14,000,000 to 18, 
000,000. Mexicans—mostly engaged in ag- 
riculture and mining—who have occasion 
to use machinery. On the contrary, they 
seem to prefer English and German 
makes, not on account of superior work- 
manship.or cheapness, but apparently be- 
cause Buropean manufacturers are dis- 
posed to conform to their requirements. 
Furthermore, the Europeans estend long 
credits, which permit the buyers to pro- 
ceed leisurely, ‘n conformity with the 
slow methods employed here in every en- 
terprise. 

The foregoing quotation intimates 
that the same rigidity of method char- 
acterizing our trade relations with 
the Orient extends to our South Amer- 
ican neighbors. That it is depriving 
us of business which by all the logic 
of commerce should come to this na- 
tion is self-evident. 

In Mexico we get 63 per cent of the 
imports, only a mode ate showing in 
view of the circumstances; we fur- 
nish only 44 per cent of Cuba’s im- 
ports; only 10 per cent of Brazil's; 13 
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: 2 situation: te foule be a 
the comments of the Mexican consul. 


Until the present, the dominating bus- 
iness houses of America have not 
seemed willing to go about the ardu- 


detailed labor contingent on the 
establishing of a system sufficiently | 


comprehensive to put them on a foot- 
ing with competing nations. They 
give little study to the conditions of 
the countries invaded; their represen- 
tatives are not schooled in trade a. 
plomacy, in the native languages, or 
the native customs; the discretion 
given them is, broadly speaking, of 
the most limited description; and, 
worst of all, they do not appear to 
understand their failure to outpoint 
the salesman of nations several thou- 
sand miles further from the scene of 
action than the United States. 

The south has a particularly inti- 
mate interest in this matter by reason 


of its location and its developing in- 


dustries. That concern will be great- 
ly multiplied with the completion of 
the isthmian canal. Therefore, pith 
an eye both to the present and the 
future, it is manifestly to our advan- 
tage to give this big subject the close 
Study it requires and deserves. 


They Want Our Melons. 

“A shipload of Georgia watermel- 
ons,” remarks The Chicago Tribune, 
“was destroyed by fire in New York 
harbor a few days ago. In a case like 
this, what consolation is there in be- 
ing told that ‘the loss is fully covered 
bu insurance.’” — 

None whatever! 

There may be a two-hour hold-up 
on Brooklyn bridge during the rush 
hours; the subway may be inundated 
by a muddy Croton tidal wave; the 
sun may beat down on the Flatiron 
building and its environs with enough 
force to shrivel even the deadly third 
rail; Jawn Gates or Frenzied Tom or 
Hank Rogers may shear lambs until 
Wall street looks like a snow-clad 
western gorge; the bookies out at 
Sheepshead Bay may bleed the “tal- 
ent” into bankruptcy; Jerome may 
emulate a certain Folk of Missouri 
and jam the lid on so tight that a 
brigade of husky Dutchmen armed 
with crowbars and a Sunday thirst 
cannot budge it an inch. All and sin- 
gular of these rollicking tragedies 
might descend on Gotham, only to ap- 
pear paltry by the side of the loss of 
a shipload of Georgia melons. 

Chicago, too, feels the infection of 
fear, since the western metropolis has 
grown to look this way for its first 
taste of the luscious “rattlesnake” and 
“Jonesboro” and “Lord Bacon,” the 
“Elberta” and its like damask-cheeked 
sisters. 

However, we serve cheerful notice 
on both cities that there is no ground 
for pessimism. The disaster is but 
temporary. Georgia fields, and. orch- 
ards are just beginning their yield; 
and the present disappointment will 
be forgotten in the juicy abundance 
of the later summer.

An Advertising Nation. 

It is not strange that since its eit- 
izeris individually believe so implicit- 
ly in advertising, this nation itself 
should have reaped enormous bene- 
fits from an art now considered an 
almost indispensable adjunct in every 
field of trade and commerce. While 
the advertising of the nation has 
been conducted almost unconsciously, 
it has been no less effective than 
had brass-band and bill-board-letter 
methods constituted the procedure: 

This thought is suggested by the 
international prominence into which 
the United States has been thrown by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s exertions in the 
Russo-Japanese preliminaries. In 
every portion of civilization where 
newspapers are published and read 
his action has been detailed graphic- 
ally and the interest in America 
stimulated to a sharp focus. The 
first axiom in advertising is to gain 
the attention of your audience; there 
can be no question that it has been 
exemplified in the instance under dis- 
cussion. 

Our war with Spain is another ex- 
ample. Not only did it open the eyes 
of Europe regarding Brother Jona- 
than’s prowess on the war-path, but 
it made millions of people who care 
not a straw for international politics 
enter into an eager study of the qual- 
ities, resources and attractions of the 
young giant 6f the western hemis- 
phere. 

The-peculiar form of the American 
government and the virile candor of 
the American press have played a 
not insignificant role in this same re- 
spect. Our fiercely and frankly con- 
tested presidential elections are a 
quadrennial source of wonder to our 
more reticent and deliberate brethren 
across the pond, as are the breezy. 
out-spoken methods in which we go 
about the settlement of national is- 
sues. Another well-known agency is 
the proverbial loquacity of the Amer- 
ican tourist, whether of the chronic he 
or fly-by-night variety. They may 
laugh at us in Great Britain and on 
the continent as crass and provincial 
for “touting” this big republic as the 
king-bee in the international hive; 
but they are pretty apt to remember 
the burden of our song, to our tangi- 
ble advantage later in the game. 


It has seemed to be the fate of this’ 


nation that nearly every important 
chapter of its history should be so 
cast as to appeal to that passion for 
the dramatic and spectacular inherent 
in all peoples. Practically with no 
design on our own part we have Kept

New York, June 23.—The organiized 
movement for the advance in stocks con- 
tinued today and further progress was 
made. The market was on about 
same scale of activity as for several 
days past.
